Public Health Service and the De­ 
partm ent of Public W elfare, State 
of Illinois. 
Dr. Johnson’s first article deals 
with analy sis of cavity experience 
in groups of 106 Mongoloid children 
and 106 non-Mongoloid, retarded 
children at the state school. His 
findings dem onstrate that Mongol­ 
oids have less cavities than do 
norm al children, as wrell as hav­ 
ing three tim es less cavities than 
other ty pes of retarded y oungsters. 
“ The differences noted can not be 
due to variation in eating habits

In his statem en t to the prison ers before the bar, Ju d ge Bracken 
sou ght to ex plain the philosophy of probation . The statem en t d ealt 
with the sou l searchin g the ju d ge goes throu gh to assu re that the 
rights, priv ileges an d eqid tie« of society an d the con v icted m em ­ 
ber, which are in con flict, are ju stly treated . 
The followin g is the tex t of Ju d ge Bracken ’s statem en t: 
“ Applica nts fo r pro ba tio n, their friends, a nd, I fea r, 
the public g enera lly , nev er seem to understa nd just wha t is 
the purpo se a nd rea so n fo r pro ba tio n. 
“ The la w is tha t a fter o ne ha s been co nv icted o f a crime, 
o r ha s plea ded g uilty to a crime, he fa ces punishment a nd 
he ca nno t insist o n terms o r “ strike a ba rg a in.” Co nstitu­ 
tio na lly , there is no rig ht to pro ba tio n. 
“ A tren d away from this strict 
ru le has d ev eloped , n ot from an y
